From lhe Soviet viewpoint the (reaty’ 
with India was a model example of thie 
projected Aslan security system, Since it 
was signed New Delhi has lent the entire 
project every assistance and support.

One good tum would deserve 
another, as it were. 

So far the Federal government has failed 
to reach agreement on theanner and 
extent to which Bonn might oblige the 
East. Foreign Minister Walter Scheel for 
one is in favour of swift action. If he is 
unable to offer his Polish opposite 
number Stefan Olszowski at least the 
prospect of an economic propositlan 
there will continue to be an embargo on 
the provision of exit permits for Poles of 
German extraction. 

The Polish government naturally denies 
that thore is any connection between the 
two bul notes on the other hand that it 
cannot afford .a mass exodus of skilled 
workers whose training has cost Warsaw a 
substantial amount of money, 

The Foreign Offlce initially proposed 
1o help rnatters along by using the 
taxpayers’ money to stıbsldise irrterest 
rates on export credits for Easter Bloc 
cotntries, 

Finance Minister Helmuth Schmidt and 
Economic Affairs Minister Hans Fride- 
richs were very uwch agalnst this 
proposal. Tlıcy rightly foared that cheap 
export credits would prove an expensive 
Proposition for this country in more than 
one respect. 

Bonn is having trouble enough as it is 
with ils export surplus. Boosting exports 
still further would be adding fuel to the 
fire. Besides, the developing countries — 
and others too — would descend on Bonn 
like a lon of bricks with similar demands. 
Economic Cooperation Minister Erhard 
Eppler agreed wholeheartedly with lis 


case, Even if Labour were to win tle 
naxt elections the left-wing trend woull 
not continue unabated in government 
policies, The balance in the parliamentary 
parfy is by no means the same as at 
conference and Ihe lefl and right wings of 
a future Wilson administration will differ 
little from their predecessors. 

Besides, in British: usage radical is a far 
cıy from extremist, It is a virtue, not a 
vice, and both Liberals and Conservatives 
pride themselves on their radicalism, 

Genuine exlremists, miniscule groups 
of whom exist outside lhe ranks of thie 
democratic parties, see no fundamental 
difference between Labour and Conserva- 
tive anyway, both appearing to be 
bourgeois arms of a system that must be 
smote between the eyes by means of 
revolution front below. 

The E public will have no truck 
with ideas of this kind. Whatever their 
choice of political party tho British are 
basically far too conservative to think in 
terms of revolution. 

A leading spokesman for the British 
New Left recently outlined the difference 
between tho Labour Left and extreme 
left-wingers. The Labour Party, he 
maintained, may be a bulwark of tle 
working class but it is at the samo tine an 
open prison for milltant Socialists. 

“The real dividing-line between Social 
Democrats and revolutionaries,” he 
conlinued, “is (heir attitude towards 
Parliunent and the bourgeois state 
machine." 

Vicwed in this light Labour's Left 
would appear, despite its class-struggle 
pathos, to be a reactionary grouping. 
They differ from the Party's Social 
Democrats in their advocacy of the 
teachings of Karl Marx but despite their 
radicalism they reınain firnıly within the 
bounds of both the democratic Labour 
Party constitution and the country’s 
parliamentary democracy. 

There can be no denying that left-win 
Socialists have in recent years gained 
influence greater than that they have 
wielded for gererations, and the 
Biackpool Party conference demonstrated 
that this will not be without effect on 


O rositon partles generally tend to 
greater extremes than when they are 
in office, the Jatest instance being 
Britain's Labour Parly. At its annual 
conference in Bluckpool Labour celebra- 
ted a return to full-blooded Socialism, 
approving a programme that Opposition 
leader Harold Wilson described as the 
must radical answer to the country's 
probleıns since 1945. At Blackpool tlie 
Left reigned tritnphant. 

Left and Right in politics are 
almitledly somewhat relative terms. Int 
the ileological spectrun Labour's Left 
remains some dislance to the right of 
young revolutionaries whose ıole is 
insignificant both in the Labour Party 
aud in Britain as a whole. 

There is no such phenomenon as Young 
Suvcialists of the German Jtso specios. 
The Labour Party Young Socialists pass 
largely unnoticed as a Labour fringe 
oıganisatian with no influence on the 
Party executive, 

The men responsible for Labour's 
current lefl spin are not long-halred 
Youngsters but veterans of the working- 
class ınavement, trade unionists who were 
Young in (he days of the Spanish Civil War 
and elderly one-time supporters of 
Aneurin Bevan, who lost his fight for 
n of the Labour Party in the carly 

e8. 

For decades lefl-wingers have played 
the minor rale of the Party's socialist 
conscience in a movement that has 
pursued middic-ofthe-road Social Demo- 
cratic policies ıınder moderate leadership. 

Not until electoral defeat in 1970 after 
six yers in office during which [ecw of 
the Party's hopes had been fulfilled did 
rıdical tendencies resurface, as was only 
to be expected. 

The pragmatic policies pursued by the 
outgoing Labour government had proved 
unable to solve the economic and social 
problems besetting Britain. Left-wing 
warnings scemed to have been warranted, 
Old ideiuls gained a new lease of life and it 
wis not long before the erstwhile 
left-wing rebels gained a comnrınding 
influence both on the executive and at 
Ihe Party conference. 

The change, far from representing a 
breakthrough for neo-revolutionary ideo- 
Jegy. is in lact a return to the Socialism of 
yure. Nationalisation, discarded a decade 
ago as a Marxist white clephant, is once 
more a major feature of Party policy. A 
whole range of domestic aims conveys the 
impression Ihat Brilain is on the way to 
becoming the most socialist state this side 
of the Iron Curtain. 

This, of course, is far from being the

There is certainly na need to worry 
about where tomo rrow"s petrol or heating 
ail are ta come fram. 

As for using oil as a weapon in the 
Middle East conflict, the Arabs will be 
well aware fhat there aro two sldes to the 
story. If they sell no more oil they will 
have no ntore money lo spend on arms. 

What is more, some of the OPEC 
coulıntries derive more than ninely per 
cent of thelr revenue from oil and need 
the income not only to pay for tho war 
but also to financo vital domestic expondi. 
ture, nol io mention improvements in 
infrastructures hat everywhere leave 
much to be desired, 

Turning off the oil tap is.-easicr said 
than done, and there can be no saying 
how the great powers are going to react 
to a move of this kind. Have the Arabs 
really done thelr homework on all these 
points? .

states are putting aside large sums in 
tax .revenle. to be used as a financial 
cushion in an emergency If the economic 
boom should level off. : 

About seven thousand million Marks 
have accunıulated on special accounts at 
the Bundesbank in Frankfurt, and it is 
quite possible thet a further milliard 
Marks will have been added to llıis by the 
end of the year. 

But these ınonies have not been taken 
out of circulation by voluntary agree- 
ment. The main Impetus behind the nove 
has been tlie second programme of 
stabilisation of May this year, 

It wos agreed in May that the Federal 
government would freeze 700 million 
Marks of additional revenue. And Federal 
ştate governments agreed that any 
moneys saccrulng above and beyond what 
had been budgeled for would either be 
used to cut the amount of government 


the EEC countries. The first exchange of 
opinions on ile Council of Ministers is 
scheduled for the end of October. 

Observers in Brussels consider the 
objections raised to the Commission's 
suggestions to be significant, since they 
haye come from {lıree of the member 
governments whiclı are at the heart of the 
group of countries involved in bloc 

oating. 

Britain, Eire and [taly fecl tlremselves 
forced into the “currency strictures" of 
the Community and cuinot as a 
consequence take on the role of 

acemaker when it comes .to setting a 
aster rale of progress towards coordina’ 
Hon of cconoınlie policies. 

The particlpation of the three freely 
floating countrlos in the system af 
restrlcted currency bandwiditlg within the 
Conımuntty is regarded by France as tho 
mast important prercquisite for a formal 
transition of the EEC to the second stage 
of the Economic and Monetary Union. 

Paris has made it clear in the past that 
it will only concur with the creation of 
the planned regional fund if the main 
benefactors of this fund — Brltain, Italy 
and the irish Republic — return to 
communal currency solidarity. 

On the other hand these three 
countries, wiıose curroncles float freely, 
have made their adherence (o the other 


European currencies dependent on 
promises of closer currency support. 
The motivation for the corlcern 


expressed in Bonn about a traıtsition to 
the second phase of the EMU is said to be

Unlon is going through protracted 
birth pangs. In fhe light of the

H ans Seharouit’s ntost esoteric stroke 
of genius — Berlin's Philbarmortic 
Hall — was completed ten years ago in 
October 1963. Wolfsburg Tlicatre, is 
most recent project, hus just opened its 
doors. 

But Haus Scharoun, an architect who 
was the outsider of the Bauhaus 
generation, no longer lived to see his 
kalest plans completed. He died last 
aulumn at the age of 79, 

Wolfsburg, the home of Volkswagens 
and a conglomeration of various 
architectural styles, now possesses its 
second architectural curiosity and one 
which makes the city well wortlı visiting. 

Alvar Aalto, the Finnish architect, won 
a competition organised by tlıe city in the 
fifties with his plans for a cultural centre 
and was able to start building. 

Hans Seharoun too won a competition 
and he too can start building. This is not 
s0 obvious as it sounds. Scharoun's bold 
plans for theatres in Mannheim and 
Kassel were awarded prizes though uever 
put into eftect, 

His former plans always fell victim to 
the provincial attitude of local authorities 
and during hiš life time he was never able 
to achieve hls wish of building a theatre 


specially made for the people who came 


there to act or be entertained, 

His “postluinous™” work in Wolburg is 
a beautifully balanced and reınarkably’ 
ernugh conventional theatre, It appears 
lû he a compromise between Seharuun's 
inrginatiye Utopian ideas from the days 
when he fought For the principle of 
urgamile construction and his desire, 
Nuttred uld age, to pay tributo to 
realty. Wolfsburg wanted a multi-purpose 
lll which cenuld also bc used for 
congresses Drganised by the Volkswagen 
Foundation.

The tısefulness of the information the 
doctor foods into (he computer depends 
amongst other things on whether the 
patient is sible to provide the doctor with 
A more or less curate description of his 
complalmM, on whether the doctor enjoy’s 
lis complete confidence, lis recognised 
sll the symptoms cceurting and has been 
able to describe them succinctly. 

AL He sime Lime it ımmusl he taken into 
account dat few symptoms can be 
measured and described with correspond 
iıg accuracy. Things become diffieult 
when the doctor has to express smells, 
foelings and visual and aural perception in 
such a way that the conıputer can cope 
with the fnformation. 

Professor Leiber believes that the loss 
of information can amount to as nıuch as 
ninety per cent as ıe doctor has {o 
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fiftdun years ur so. But Ihe uverage doctor 
in the Feder Republi is S7 yeurs old 
and has been practising for thirty years. 
In other words, wlen he pissed his 
medical exams three quaners of what is 
known today was still umliscavered.

Doctors would then feel 
information about thelr patients — their 
medical history, the methods of 
treatmenl employed, the prescribed drugs 
and heir effecl —~ into the central 
computer. 

, One advantage of this system would be 
that doctors wad have important

asons, It can uly conficm the doctor's 
İiagnosis. Treatment by computer be« 
longs {u the reddnıs of science fiction.

Who is to run the clubs, who is to 
coach lhe players, who is to foot Ile 
bil?

often wondered whether the IOC has not 
been guilty of firdamental errors of 
judgement in the past. lt is simply 
utopian to inıagine that Natlonal Olympic 
Commiltees are entirely independent and 
autonomous. Viewed in this light the IOC 
statutes can be raled a totally unjustified 
presumption on the part of lhe IOC in 
assigning political status to athletes from 
one country or another,” 

His comments shocked the African 
delegates. Jean Claude Ganga of the 
Congo, general secrelary of tlie Supreme 
African Sports Council, talked in terms of 
a “combination on Daume’s part that we 
had not expected.” 

Spokesman of the international sports 
associations were even more forthright 
thar this country’s IOC vice-chairman, 
Pierre Ferri, French president of the 
Intemational Fencing Association, noted 
that: 

“The international federatlons unani- 
mously request the IOC in future to 
reserve no more decisions under political 
ie. They cannot countenance the 

arring from the Olympic. Games for 
political or racial reasons of countries 
whose National Olympic Cûnmiitees are 
recognişed by 1he IOC and whose 
national associations are affiliated to 
international federations.” 

This unambiguous coment applied to 
Rhodesla and South Africa, not to
